CORRESPONDENCE: The Seeretary presented a draft of correspondence to be 
sent to C.B.S. with our comments regarding the showing of"Song of Myself”, 
Further the Secretary requested to be allowed to write to the N.G.T.F. in 
order to request statements regarding gay civil rights by certain promi- 
nent clergy to possibly be utilized by us in preparing for the panel on 
"School of Religion" to be held on May 17, 1976. Ron mentioned that we 
should write to the Eaton Foundation who sponsored and put on the program 
"Song of Myself". 


LEGISLATORS: Lou Railer agreed to write follow-up correspondence to our 

area legislators regarding the recent Lobby Day efforts as well as the pending 
introduction of a bill (at this writing bearing the # HB 2220) amending the 
Pennsylvania Human Relation Commission Code,
